Men and Beys 


Wilbarger County boys are given instructions and incentive, through 
the county agent's bureau and eighteen boys agricultural clubs in this 
county, in raising maize, corn, baby beef, dairy calves, peanuts, wheat 
and cotton, thus enabling them to learn thoroughly the best and most 
profitable farming methods before they have to earn their own living. 
Stock judging teams are formed in each club, an d the members taught 
the fine points in breeding and judging stock. These teams are brought 
into competition annually; the nine boys receiving the highest aver­ 
ages are given free trips to the State Fair in Dallas, to the State A. & 
M. College and to other sources of educational value. 


One of the features of the boys club wo rk is the annual summer en­ 
campment held each year for members of the various clubs in Wilbar­ 
ger County in conjunction with the clubs of other counties in this dis­ 
trict. The county agent is also at the disposal of the grown-ups of 
Wilbarger County, and renders invaluable aid in giving advice in the 
matter of pruning fruit trees and berry bushes, terracing land and 
fertilizing, selecting seed, poisoning crop-eating insects and every sub­ 
ject in the farmer's catalogue. Grasshopper poison is sold to farmers at 
cost. Last year enough poison was sold at cost to kill all the rodents 
on 3.000 acres. 


Women and Girls 


The girls and women of Wilbarger County are in position to receive 
expert instruction in poultry raising, gardening, dairy work, sewing, 
cooking, and borne improvement work through the Home Demonstra­ 
tion Agent stationed here and the six Women s Clubs and the sixteen 
Girls Clubs in the county. The Home Demonstration Agent s work, 
entering into its ninth year in this county, is meeting success and giv­ 
ing the women and girls of this county additional incentive to learn 
woman s work about the farm. TK e work is carried out through the 
extension department of the State A. & M. College, and half of the 
cost is met by the United States government. 
This combination in­ 
sures the best possible instructors for the county. 


The clubs meet twice each month, in the winter in the school build­ 
ings, and in the summer in private homes. Each year an encampment 
is held in conjunction with the women s and girls clubs in the nearby 
counties, and combine a course of intensive instruction with a pleas­ 
ant outing. 


Winners in the annual county contests are given free trips to the State 
Fair at Dallas, to special instructive exercises at the State A. fe? M. 
College, and to other places of instruction. 
Money prizes are given 
for some of the work done. A three-month course at the State A. & 
M. College is given annually as the highest prize rn the county.
